Argument to Show Why They Should 


Be Suppressed. 


Charity has been defined as this state 


of things: That so soon as A is in trou- 
ble B begins to consider svhat C ought 
to do for him. 
All charitable fairs, for 


instance, arc based oil this principle. 
You go and buy something which you 
probably do not -want in order that the 
profit made on it may go to some good 
cause. In case you had really wanted 
what you bought you -would have per- 
haps bought it somewhere else, and the 
regular t-rnde thus suffers from the loss 
of your custom. In case of very large 
fairs, like the "sanitary fairs" in war- 
time, the ordinary local trade unques- 
tionably suffers, perhaps for a whole 
year, and the community is thus impov- 
erished to a degree in one way so that 
it may be helped in other ways. 


For a great national object this can 


easily be endured, although, to be sure, 
we never have known just what the 
regular dealers thought about it. But 
when we consider that the same thing 
is done to some extent in behalf of every 
local or sectarian enterprise, it is evi- 
dent that the principle of the affair ia 
not quite satisfactory. 


Suppose, for instance, that we were 


all to agree for a single year to have all 
our shoes and hats made by amateurs 
"for sweet charity's sake," and to have 
a single church or hospital take the 
value of them all. Then sweet charity 
would make an apparent gain no doubt, 
but all the ordinary hatmakers and shoe- 
makers would starve. Or, if they did 
not starve, they would be supported by 
their kindred, who perhaps are not far 
above the starvation, point themselves, 
or they would be supported by sweet 
charity, and the last condition of things 
would be worse than the first. It is not 
really the fact that the evils of society 
can be greatly helped by dressing up 
young girls prettily and having them 
take money and give rather inaccurate 
change at a bazaar table. One day, per- 
haps, when the laws of trade are better 
nuclei-stood, wo shall look at charity 
fairs as we already look at lotteries, 
which were once regarded as one of tho 
highest forma of sweet charity, but 
which are now prohibited by law.— 
Harper's Bazar.

In reference to the act of the late 


solicitor in confessing judgment for

'MEDIATION EEJEOTED BY SPAIN. 


Daring the Connideratton of the Cuban 


Resolution the Announcement It Made 
That the Consul's Name In Withheld 
For F«ar He. May Be Massacred—Sen- 
ator Foraker Be?eals Correspondence. 
Washington, May 20.—Another stir- 


ling debate on Cuba occurred in the 
senate. It was of the give and take or- 
der, with sharp parliamentary fencing. 


The main speeches of the day were 


made by Senators Foraker (O.) Can- 
non (Utah), Lindsay (Ky.) and Hoar 
(Mass.). It was the first speech of any 
length made by Mr. Foraker since he 
entered the senate, and in addition to 
this the Ohio senator is one of the 
Cuban subcommittee of the committee 
on foreign relations. 


He spoke in favor of a reference of 


the resolution to the . committee, 
but 


on the general Question declared his 
purpose of supporting the resolution 
recognizing Cuban belligerency 
when 


it should be reported by the committee. 


Mr. Cannon was bitter in his denun- 


ciation of Spanish atrocity, character- 
izing the captain general of Cuba as 
"that mad dog Weyler." 
' 


Mr. Lindsay declared if the informa- 


tion furnished by United States con- 
suls was so shocking as to be subject 
of 
danger of assassination if their 


names -were disclosed, it was time to 
send warships to Cuba and to termi- 
nate all diplomatic relations with that 
country. 


Oar Consuls In Danger. 
. 


"' It was developed in the course of * 
colloquy between Senators Foraker, 
Morgan and Vest, that the state de- 
partmejjt had withheld the names of 
United States consuls reporting on the 
eerious condition of affairs in Cuba be- 
cause it might lead to their massacre. 
Mr. Vest declared that this represented 
the most serious phase of the subject 
as it was time to protect our officials 
•with warships if their personal safety 
was "threatened for making reports to 
their government. 


No action on the resolution was tak- 


en, but Mr. Morgan said he hoped to 
secure a vote.soon on Mr. Hale's mo- 
tion to refer. He desired to do this, 
he said, in order that the Cuban reso- 
lution might not antagonize the tariff 
,bill on Monday.

About the Condition of Cuba 


Public by Foraker. . 


"Washington, May 20.—The secret 


archives of the state department which 
have held the consular reports on the 
Cuban war from the public were par- 
tially disclosed by Senator Foraker of 
Ohio. 


During the past week the debate in 


the senate has been pregnant with in- 
timations 
and inuendos of 
reports 


from United States 
officials 
in Cuba 


held at the state department which if 
published would disclose a condition 
on Cuban soil -which would influence 
public opinion in a decided manner. 


Spain Refuses Mediation. 


The facts, therefore, which 
Senator 


Foraker--announced without stating 
from whence they came created a de- 
cided stir. 


Especially startling was the letter 


from Secretary Olney in which this 
country offered mediation to Spain and 
the refusal of that country to accept 
the proffered aid. 


While one of the consular reports 


•was read without the name of the au- 
thor being disclosed, it is stated to be 
a communication from Consul General 
Lee, which fully set forth his idea of 
the condition that exists in Cuba. The 
extract as quoted is as follows, no date 
being given: 


"I can not understand the truth of 


the claim that all the provinces of the 
island are pacified except that of San- 
tiago de Cuba, because there are more 
insurgents under arms at this 
time 


than at the period I first reached the 
island, some 10 months ago, and I do 
not think it a fair inference to draw 
from existing conditions that the war 
is approaching a termination, because, 
in pursuance of an established policy 
the insurgents avoid as far as possible 
all serious engagements. 


"The impossibility of expelling the 


Spanish troops 
from this 
island by 


force of arms is well known to them 
and they do not propose to risk tho 
lives of their men and the success -of 
their pause upon one or more pitched 
battles. 


Poverty and Distress, 


"I conclude therefore that the war 


will drag its weary length along so 
long as the insurgents can dig suste- 
nance from the ground on the one side 
or money to be obtained by the other, 
with the continued result of untold 
human suffering, loss of human life, 
the murder of innocent mau, women 
and children by both 
sides and 
the 


frightful havoc which diseases makes 
in tut: ranks of the soldiers, particu- 
larly among the unacclimated 
Span- 


iards. 


"The poverty and distress of the peo- 


ple are increasing and the loss of prop- 
erty of all sorts daily becoming more 
enormous. No one can fully appreciate 
the situation without being here in 
person. The number of poor, dis- 
tressed, starving women, children and 
old men of all races have greatly in- 
creased in this city will!in the pnst fc-w 
weeks, while in other points ah the 
island the suffering has been propor- 
tionately greater." 


Text of CorrO'spovulrnrf*. 


The letter from Secretary Olney to 


Spanish Minister De Iximo under date 
of April 4, 1896, is the one in which 
intervention is suggested. In opening, 
Mr. Olney said: 


It might well be deemed a r;orcllctlon c,t 


duty to tlie government 
c.f the 
United 


physical 
features of the 
climate of the 


country that the authority of Spain Is sub- 
verted ana the functions of Its government 
are In abeyance or 
practically suspended 


throughout a greater part ot the Island. 


Outside of the towns still under Spanish 


rule anarchy, lawlessness and«terrorlsm are 
rampant. The result Is a systematic war 
upon the Industries of the Island and upon 
all means by which they arc carried on." • 


He said his purpose was not at that 


time to suggest intervention, but that 
the United States could 
not contem- 


plate with 
complaceny 
another 10 


years of Cuban insurrection. 


My suggestion is to co-operate with Spain 


In the immediate pacification of the Island 
on such a plan as, leaving Spain her rights 
of sovereignty shall yet secure to the people 
of tho Island all such rights and powers of 
local self-government as they can reason- 
ably-asl£. To that end the United States of- 
fers and will use her good offices at such 
time and in" such manner as may be deemed 
most advisable. 


In closing he says the 
communica- 


tion is prompted by the friendliest 
feelings toward Spain and the United 
States has no designs upon Cuba and 
no designs against the sovereignty of 
Spain. 


Mr. Foraker read only the following 


extract from Mr. De Lome's reply, 
which was dated June 4, 1896: 


In brief there Is no effectual 
way 
to 


pacify Cuba, unless it begins with the ac- 
,tual submission of the armed rebels to the 
motlier country. 


Other points from Mr. De Lome's let- 


ter are as follows: 


Notwithstanding this, the government of 


the United States could by usenpf proper 
means, contribute greatly to the pffciflcation 
of the island oC Cuba. 
The struggle Is prolonged by the powerful 


assistance which the rebellion finds In the 
territory of this great republic against the 
wishes of all those who love order and law. 


The constant violation 
of 
International 


law In Its territory Is especially manifest on 
the part of Cuban emigrants who care noth- 
ing for the losses suffered In the meanwhile 
by the citizens of the United States and of 
Spain through the prolongation of the war. 


When the government of the 
United 


States shall once be convinced of Spain be- 
ing In the right, and that honest conviction 
shall In some manner be made public; but 
little more will he required In order that all 
those In Cuba who aro not merely striving 
to accomplish the total ruin of the beauti- 
ful coun'try in which they were born, being 
then hopeless of outside help arid powerless 
by themselves"", will lay down their arms. 


Until that happy state of things has been 


attained, Spain will, In the Just defense 
not only of her rights, but also ot her duty 
and honor, continue the efforts for an early 


"It is confidently hoped, the'refpre, 


that Europe will have sufficient sense 
of justice not to press Turkey. Upon 


to 
to 


impose such a sacrifice by force of 
arms, the situation created would be 
most detrimental. to general peace. 


Official .Turkish Statement. 


Constantinople, May 20.—An official 


statement was published which, after 
briefly reciting the Turkish Bide of the 
war up to the battle of Domokos, says: 
"The czar sent to the sultan a special 
telegram expressing his sincere senti- 
ments in reaffirming the pacific views 
of the powers and noting with appre- 
ciation the success 
of the 
imperial 


troops. The capture of Dombkbs form- 
ing the natural limit of the defensive 
operations, and the government being 
desirous of giving fresh proof of its 
pacific' intention, the cabinet decided, 
and its decision was confirmed by an 
irade, to cease hostilities upon condi- 
tions to be arranged by the respective 
commanders. The conditions of peace, 
following the armistice, will assure the 
future rights and dignity of the im- 
perial government, 
the * frontiers of 


Turkey and the preservation 
of. gen- 


eral peace." 


Tnrk Believed the Greek. 


Athens, May 20.—It appears that a 


portion of the army remained at De- 
venfurka, where its retreat was 'cut off 
by the Turks. . Two hours' fighting oc- 
curred there Tuesday. When the Greek 
commander informed the enemy that 
an armistice had been signed the lat- 
ter replied that he had no knowledge 
of it, but, accepting the Greek state- 
ment, he stopped the fighting pending 
a reference of the matter to Edhem 
Pasha at Domokos. 


About tho Czar's Telegram. 


Berlin, May 20.—The Frankfort Zei- 


tung says that on receipt of the czar's 
dispatch the sultan, before conferring 
with the council of ministers, tele- 
graphed to Edhem Pasha, the Turkish 
commander in Thessaly, ordering him 
to stop the further advance of Turkish 
troops operating against the Greeks 
aud also replied to the dispatch of the 
czar saying he was happy to fulfill his 
wish.

Heavy Duties on I.inciis. 


The following are some of the com- 


ments of a man well acquainted ^ith 
linens and the linen industry upon the 
senate doc-toretl Diugley bill: 


The proposed dntiea on linen goods 


under the nniended Diulgcy bill are 
heavier than ever, although it has beeu 
claimed that the senate had reduced 
rates. These goods paid for many years 
35 per cent and yielded a steady reve- 
nue to tho government. The rates now 
proposed vary from 50 to 109 per cent, 
and the burden falls heaviest on low 
and medium goods, which are. chiefly 
used in the homes of the poorer people. 


A cheap tablecloth now selling at re- 


tail at 35 cents per yard will have to be 
sold at 37,^ cents to 40 cents if the 
quality be kept up. 


Medium linen for children's summer 


blouses will bo assessed 99i<2 per cent, 
and the retail price will have to go up 
accordingly. 


Linen forms the raw material for 


many American industries, as linings 
for clothing and other purposes where 
strength and durability are required. 
Such goods will be advanced 20 to 30 
per cent. 


It is claimed that this advance is nec- 


essary for revenue, bnt tho effect will be 
that the people will in many cases substi- 
tute something cheaper, and thus be de- 
prived of this useful fabric, and the reve- 
nue will be correspondingly diminished. 
It is said that linen goods can be made 
here, but this has been tried again and 
again, and except in the case of a few 
low crashes has been a failure, owing to 
the climate and otber difficulties, but 
even if they conld be made here the 
rates are unnecessarily oppressive. Tbe 
entire cost of weaving linen goods in 
Enuppe is about 7$4 to 10 per cent the 
selling price of the article here, and in 
America the cost should not bo at the 
very outside more than double this per- 
centage, so that, even if Republican 
theories be true, a protection of 35 per 
cent should be ample to allow for high- 
er wages and extra profits for cur man- 
ufacturers.

It is possible speculators may start 


mills on the strength of these excessive 
rates, sell the stock, and then step out, 
leaving the unfortunate laborer and 
manufacturer to face the difficulties of 
the situation as best they can. The la- 
borer probably, having been brought 
here from. Europe (for labor is on the 
free list), with unreasonable expecta- 
tions, will be loft to join the army of 
disappointment and discontent. 
Why 


shonld these exorbitantly high rates be 
assessed on an article more or less in 
use in every household in the Innd, and 
the cost of living so much increased in 
these .days of keen competition and 
small profits? Why shonld the plain peo- 
ple bo taxed to put more money in the 
pockets of the rich? If the wealthy 
manufacturers want to make experi- 
ments, let them do so at their own cost, 
not tax the poor for that purpose. 


I believe in protecting infant indus- 


tries, but when the infants get to bo 
eix feet high and grow whiskers, and 
when they threaten to kick the end out 
of the cradle if they don't get more pap, 
I think it's about time to take the bot- 
tle away from them.—Colonel E. G. 
Ingersoll (Rep).

Bo it known that the average tariff 
tax under'the McKiuley bill was 49.58 
per cent ad valorem; under the Wilson- 
Gorman bill, 39.94 per cent, and under 
the Dingloy bill, 57.03 per cent.' Hence 
the average rato of 'taxation on some- 
thing like 4,000 articles of every day 
consumption is 8 per cent higher under 
the Diugley bill than under McKinley's 
law, and 17 per cent higher thaii under 
the Wilson-Gorman bill.—Hon. Champ 
Clark in Congress.
